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I.     INTRODUCTION 

In  1969,   ten  single  family  homes  on  Arborfield  Road  in  Hyde  Park 
were  acquired  and  demolished  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
to  matke  way  for  the  proposed  1-95  Expressway.     In  1973,   plans 
for  this  highway  were  cancelled  in  response  to  neighborhood  opposition. 
However,   by  that  time  the  116,000  square  feet  of  vacant  land  had 
become  a  blighting  influence  on  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

Now,   the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,   in  conjunction  with  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,   is  making  this  property  available 
for  the  construction  of  single  family  homes  for  moderate  income 
families . 

The  Commonwealth  will  convey  the  land  to  the  BRA  for  a  nominal 
price.     The  BRA,   in  turn,   will  advertise  for  construction  proposals, 
and  intends  to  sell  the  land  on  an  individual  lot  basis ,   or  to  one 
developer,   at  the  same  price  they  paid  the  Commonwealth.      (It  is 
expected  that  the  price  of  an  average  lot  will  be  $500.)     Because  of 
the  low  cost  of  the  land,   it  should  be  possible  for  single  family 
homes  to  be  built  at  prices  affordable  to  moderate  income  families. 

The  development  is  the  first  single  family  housing  construction 
project  of  this  magnitude  since  1971  in  Hyde  Park.     As  such,   it 
signals  a  new  feeling  of  confidence  in  the  neighborhood,   as  mani- 
fested in  the  growing  demand  for  housing  in  Hyde  Park. 

This  is  a  project  of  utmost  importance  to  Hyde  Park  and  the  City 
of  Boston .     Land  which  has  produced  no  property  tax  revenues 
for  ten  years  will  be  returned  to  the  tax  roUs .     Land  which  is  now 
vacant  will  once  again  house  families  who  care  about  the  neighbor- 
hood and  who  want  to  be  part  of  Hyde  Park's  future. 

The  following  brochure  provides  details  on  this  program  which 
encourages  new  single  family  homes  in  Hyde  Park. 


II.      PROJECT  OBJECTIVES 

The  BRA  is  interested  in  receiving  construction  proposals  from 
anyone  who  would  Like -to  build  houses  on  this  site.     Proposals  can 
be  made  for  one  house,   or  for  the  entire  site  (approximately  11 
houses) . 

The  BRA  will  try  to  select  builders  on  the  basis  of  the  information 
submitted  with  the  Letter  of  Interest  (see  Section  111,   A). 

However,  the  Authority  reserves  the  right  to  take  any  action  to 
insure  the  successful  completion  of  this  project,   such  as  requesting 
additional  information  from  any  and  all  applicants  or  rejecting  any 
or  all  proposals . 

The  Authority  will  choose  those  interested  parties  who  can  best 
meet  the  following  criteria.     All  criteria  are  of  equal  importance. 

1 .  The  degree  to  which  the  selling  price  meets  the  needs  of 
moderate  income  purchases  (anticipated  range:     $30,000-45,000). 

2.  The  degree  to  which  the  house  design  fits  in  with  the  sur- 
rounding residences. 

3.  The  quality  of  construction.  \ 

4.  The  financial  feasibility  of  the  project. 

5.  The  ability  and  demonstrated  experience  of  applicants  to  work 
with  the  neighborhood. 

6.  The  financial  strength  of  the  applicants. 

The  disposition  price  for  the  land  wiU  be  established  by  the  Authority 
and  will  not  be  a  criteria  in  the  selection  process . 

Quality  design  is  of  utmost  importance  to  this  project.     The  design 
of  the  houses  must  be  compatible  with  the  surrounding  area  and, 
as  part  of  the  selection  process,   developer  proposcils  will  be  reviewed 
by  present  residents  of  Arborfield  Road. 

The  BRA  Hyde  Park  Neighborhood  Planner,   as  Project  Coordinator, 
shall  facilitate  this  participation  process  by  acting  as  liaison  between 
selected  builders,   community  people,   and  involved  City  and  State 
agencies . 


III.       PROCEDURES  FOR  THE  DISPOSITION  OF  THE  PROPERTY 

A.      Submission  of  Letter  of  Interest  and  Plans 

Applicants  interested  in  construction  of  single  family  housing  on 
part  or  all  of  Site  I-A,   Arborfield  Road  in  Hyde  Park  should 
submit  a  letter  indicating  such  interest,   not  later  than  5:00  P.M., 

October  ,   1979,   addressed  to  Robert  J.    Ryan,   Boston  Redevelopment

Submissions  should  be  delivered  to  Room  951  and  should  include: 

1.  Letter  of  Interest  (see  Appendix  2  for  sample  format)  and  a 
non-refundable  check  for  $10.00  payable  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority . 

2.  Completed  Public  Disclosure  Forms  HUD-6004  (see  Appendix  3). 

3.  Detailed  list  of  itemized  costs  for  the  project.      (Developers 
will  not  be  permitted  to  charge  a  real  estate  fee). 

4.  Home  builders  that  are  certified  under  the  national  Home 
Owner's  Warranty  (H.O.W.)  program  should  declare  this 
information  as  part  of  their  submission. 

5.  Financial  statements  prepared  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant 
for  developers  and  contractor,   including  current  balance 
sheet;   individual  personal  statements  for  general  partners  in 
the  partnership . 

6.  Design  drawing  and  outline  specifications  for  each  type  and 
style  of  house  proposed,   including  a  site  plan  at  an  appropriate 
scale  showing  amenities,   parking,   etc. 

7.  Statement  that  the  developer  will  to  the  best  of  his  ability 
grant  preference  in  hiring  to  Boston  residents  during  the 
construction  period  and  during  the  period  of  management  of 
the  project.     To  the  extent  possible,   employers  under  contract 
to  (including  subcontractors),   or  leasing  from,   the  developer 
will  be  required  to  list  all  job  openings  with  the  City  of 
Boston  CETA  office  ten  (10)  working  days  in  advance  of  any 
public  advertisement  of  the  positions .      Any  employer  who 
utilizes  the  State  Division  of  Employment  Security  to  find  job 
applicants,   will  be  required  to  specify  in  this  request  a 
preference  for  City  of  Boston  residents. 

8.  A  signed  certification  that  the  developer  intends  to  comply 
with  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,   Title  VIII  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1968,   Executive  Order  11063,   Executive 
Order  11246  and  Section  3  of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Act  of  1968  and  that  the  developer  will  take  affirmative  action 

to  provide  the  opportunity  to  apply  for  units  in  the  proposed 
projects  to  persons  expected  to  reside  in  the  community  as  a 
result  of  current  or  planned  employment  as  indicated  in  the 
local  Housing  Assistance  Plan. 


9.       Additional  information.     The  submission  reqviirements  set  forth 
herein  for  development  proposals  are  minimum  requirements . 
Developers  are  encouraged  to  submit  any  supplementary 
information  or  materials  that  may  be  of  assistance  to  the 
Authority  in  evaluating  proposals. 

B.  Method  of  Land  Transfer 

The  BRA  will  retain  ownership  of  the  property  until  all  proposals 
have  been  received  and  evaluated.     One  or  more  applicants  will  be 
chosen  based  on  their  ability  to  meet  selection  criteria,   and  will 
receive  Tentative  Designation.     A  Tentative  Designation  by  the 
BRA  enables  those  chosen  (hereafter  termed  developers)  to  acquire 
construction  financing,   since  banks  treat  the  designation  similarly 
to  eUi  "option"  to  purchase  property. 

Final  Designation  will  be  awarded  to  developers  upon  their  receiving 
financing  commitments.     Final  Designation  allows  the  BRA  to  award 
title  to  the  property  to  chosen  developers .     A  Land  Disposition  is 
then  made  between  the  developer  and  the  BRA,   to  ensure  the 
developer  fulfills  the  commitments  made  in  the  proposal. 

C.  Selection  of  the  Developer 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  Authority  will,   based  upon  the  Letters 
of  Interest  and  materials  submitted,   tentatively  designate  the 
developer(s)  and  will  invite  such  developer(s)  to  submit  additional 
materials  as  follows: 

1 .  Letter  of  Intent 

2.  Good  faith  deposit  in  the  amount  of  $100. 

3.  Financial  program  for  the  building.     The  program  must  include 
estimated  cost;   source  of  funds,  including  equity  funds;  and 
mortgage  commitments.     Equity  sources  must  be  described 
with  binding  pledges  to  the  undertaking. 

4.  Developed  Design  Proposal  consisting  of  working  drawings  and 
specifications  including  site  plans,   elevations,   sections  renderings 
and  other  materials  as  specified  by  the  Authority.      Ground 

and  upper  floor  plans  should  be  included  at  a  scale  of  h=l'-0"  ■ 

5.  The  proposed  sale  price  for  each  house. 

D.  Assistance  of  the  Authority  to  the  Developer 

In  addition  to  awarding  the  site  to  the  successful  applicant,   the 
BRA  will  assist  the  developer  over  the  length  of  the  construction 
project.     Staff  of  the  Authority  will  work  to  establish  and  maintain 
public  acceptance  of  the  project,   and  will  facilitate  interaction 

between  the  developer  and  the  affected  community. 


The  Authority  will  facilitate  the  installation  of  a  tree  screen  along 
the  eastern  (railroad)  edge  of  the  site,  as  will  as  removal  of 
accumulated  debris  on  the  parcel  prior  to  construction.     The  staff 
of  the  Authority  will  assist  the  local  residents  in  making  an  appli- 
cation for  related  betterments  on  Arborfield  Road,   and  other 
affected  private  ways . 

Inquiries  from  prospective  developers  are  welcome.     Staff  of  the 
Authority  will  be  available  for  discussion  of  the  materials  in  this 
request  for  developer  proposals  and  the  Authority's  general  ob- 
jectives for  the  neighborhood.     Answers  to  particular  inquiries  will 
be  made  available  in  written  form  to  all  prospective  developers . 

The  Authority  staff  is  available  for  consultation  in  order  to  clarify 
and  interpret  any  part  of  the  request  for  proposals,   and  such 
clarifications  or  interpretations  will  be  made  available  to  all  pro- 
spective applicants.     All  inquiries  will  be  handled  through  the 
Project  Coordinator,   Kimberly  Robinson,   who  will  also  be  available 
on  the  project  site  for  inspection  of  the  parcel,   by  prior  appoint- 
ment only.
